fendants, August W. Machen, late gen- 
eral superintendent of th rural free de- 
livry division;

•The* jury had been out nine hours, 


although - the? verdict was reached in 
eight hours and 25 minutes. 


In tho dimly lighted room pat the 


four defendants, who, after the case 
was given to the jury had been placed 
in the custody of the United States 
marshal aM confined to the limits of 
the city hall. 
Each wore an anxious 


look and. a deathlike silence fell anon 
the small crowd which had b'een p'ej- 
mitted to enter the room as the clerk 
inquired of the foreman if a verdict 
had been reached. 
With impressive 


drgnity the jury as to a man rose and 
e.s the words "guilty as indicted" fell 
from his lips the defendants and the 
counsel seemed appalled. 


There was "very general astonish- 


ment that the jury had included in the 
conviction Samuel A. Groff, the Wash- 
ington policeman and inventor of the 
Groff fasiener, as Mr. Holmes Conrad, 
special counsel for the government, 
had informed the jury he did not ex- 
pect a conviction and he personally did 
not believe in nis guilt 


Five ballots in all wpre taken. On 


the first ballot the vote stood 7 to 5 
for con-.iclion, on. the second S to 5. on 
the Ihird 9 to 3. on the fourth. 10 to 2. 
and on the fifth the vote was unani- 
mous.
